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Aurora, HL, January 13.—War- 
ren J. Lincoln, eccentric lawyer-flo- 
rist, late Sunday confessed to murder- 
ing his wife with a stove poker after 
she had shot and killed Byron L. 
‘Shoup, her brother, a year ago, and 
to burning both of the bodies in his 
greenhouse furnace, 

The double killing followed an at- 
tempt by his wife to poisca him, Lin- 
coln said. 

The confession, made voluntarily 
after Lincoln bad been questioned 
for several hours, unravels his mys- 
terious disappearance last April and 
his return after Mrs. Lincoln and 
Shoup had been sought throughout 
the nation as his slayers for more. 
than a month. 

Lincoln’s family claims to be dis- 


tantly related to President Abraham 


Lincoln. 
One Cup of Cocoa. 

Noticing that he was the only one 
served cocoa the night of January 14, 
1923, Lincoln said he refused to drink 
it. A family quarrel followed, dur- 
ing which Shoup is said to have 
poured the cocoa inte the kitchen 
sink, exclaiming to: gis sister: . 

“I am for you in setting aProrce, 
but not that way.” 

His wife drew a revolver and shot 
her brother through the head three 
times, Lincoln said, in his confes- 
sion. 

“I grabbed the poker, and, holding 
the gun so she could not turn it on 
me, I struck ber above the left ear,” 
Lincoln declared. “She fell dead.’ 
_Panie-stricken, the man said he did 
not know what # do with the bodies. 
He stayed in the greenhouse until 
midnight, and then hid them in a bed- 
room. 

Disposes of Bodies. 

“What could I do then?’ he asked 
J Bruce Arnelf, assistant state's at- 
terney. 

“The next night I cut off their 
arms and legs and burned them in the 
firebox of the greenhouse _ boiler,” 
he continued. 

The ashes were disposed of the 
Lext. morning, and that night Lin- 
ecln, returning home from a motion 
picture show, threw his wife’s and 
hrother-in-law's jewelry into the 
river. 

Then the man, according to his 
confession, constructed an elaborate 
piot to cover the crime. His brother- 
m-law had beat him, and had then 
ieft with Mrs. Lincon, he told author- 
ities, in filing suit for divorce from 
his wife, just prior to his disappear- 
ance April 30. He told police a man 
had been following him and that he 
feared an attempt on bis life. Con- 
structing the scene for his supposed 
murder, he left Aurora to wander 
about the country until his money 
gave out.

GOOD RECOMMENDATION. 


The message of Governor Silzer 


to the New Jersey legislature, in 


so far as dealing with the tax prob-| 
lem in that state, reads like para- | 


graphs from the editorial pages of 
The Constitution in discussing the 
same problem in Georgia, 
} “Taxation is first in interest,” he 
says, “‘for the people are becoming 
restless under the tax burden and 
demand relief.” 

And then he adds, which is par- 
ticularly familiar reading to the peo- 
ple of Georgia— 


“Taxation is not complex, and 


by way of simplification is two- 
fold—to distribute the tax burden 
equitably and to spend the tax- 
payers’ money wisely and honestly.” 

The governor uses the homely, 
but very forcible, illustration that 
common sense would not attempt 
to maintain a Rolls-Royce on a Ford 
car income, “and so, government 
must be confined to its income and 
its legitimate sphere.’ 

As in Georgia so in New Jersey, 
and in scores of other states in the 
union, the real burden of taxation 
is in the county and municipal 
rates, which are ad libitum in most 
states, as in New Jersey and in 
Georgia. 

In this connection Governor Sil- 
zer makes a recommendation that 
is strikingly good, and especially 
it would be good in Georgia, where 
all legislative efforts to get local 
rates restricted have failed, and 
where a new department of reve- 
nue, in which are coordinated the 


various tax collection problems and | 


details, has recently been very 
wisely established. The recom- 
mendation in question follows: 


“I further recommend that the state 
tax board have control over 
budgets of taxing districts when these 
budgets are brought up on appeal. 
My suggestion is that a statute be 
enacted permitting twenty-five tax- 
payers to petition the state board to 
review the municipal or county 
budget. Under this bill the state 
board would have power to inquire 
into county, municipal and school dis- 
trict budgets, and to make reductions 
where appropriations are shown to 
be unwise, unnecessary or excessive. 
It would not be the purpose of this 
hill to propose or authorize any lim- 
itation upon lecal tax rates, but it 
should be aimed solely to provide an 
effective method by which, in the in- 
terest of the taxpayers, public expen- 
ditures may be subjected to the tests 
of the fiscal necessities of government 
wisely and economically adminis- 
tered.” 


This recommendation of the New 


| Jersey governor is worthy of care- 
| ful thought on the part of the leg-

AN ANCIENT CODE. 

Mothers have always been very 
wonderful. But in the seventh cen- 
tury, B. C., there lived mothers in 
Sparta, Greece, who gave to the world 
a motto that should be hung before 
the eyes of us all today. 

Here is that motto: “Live simply, 
think cleanly, be brave.” 

Every school boy is familiar with 


the great story of- the 300 Spartans 
at Thermopylae who, headed by Leon- 
ida3, withstood the Persians until the 
last man perished. 

Spartan children were taught self- 
control and a deep regard for their 
bodies. 

The mother of Helen Wills, the 
new woman’s tennis champion of tbe 
United States, says that she mapped 
out a tian of life for her daughter 
when she was two years old—and 
that it was made with the ancient 
code in mind of a healthy mind in 
a healthy body. And go before this 
girl is out of her teens, she has at- 
tained the highest tennis honors in 
America. 

I'he: body demands simple food and 
not too much of that. The mind 
works vigorously when it is full of 
clean thoughts, and the brave heart 
naturally follows. 

We can not blame anyone else for 
the complications in life that involve 
us. Most of them we have invited 
or allowed to become rooted in our 
ways until we have become confused 
or deeply discouraged. 

It is well that we turn our thoughts 
and lift our eyes to the old Spartan 
code: “Live simply, think cleanly, be 
brave.”

The strength of the church as an 
influence in the lives of the leaders 
of the people is not adequately indi- 
cated by tke table showing the actual 
church membership of representatives 
and senaturs.

Whether or not connected with his 
trade or business, a loss sustained by 
reason of fire, storm, shipwreck, or 
other casualty is a deductible item. 
The term “other casualty,” within 
the meaning of the statute, is one 
which arises from the physical forces 
of nature; for example, a flood or 
frost. If a taxpayer’s home or auto- 
mobile is destroyed by fire, or if his 
summer bungalow is damaged by a 
corey he may claim a deduction for 
the loss sustained. Allowance, of 
‘ourse, must be made for any insur- 
ance received, 

In event of a collision between a 
truck dnd an automobile used for 
pleasure or convenience, the qwner of 
the truck may claim a deduction for 
camages, provided at the time the 
truck was being used for business 
purposes. No deduction is allowed the 
owner of the automobile, because the 


ijcar was not being used for business, 


neither is it a “casualty” as defined 
above.. Amounts expended by owners 
of automobiles used for pleasure or 
convenience in repairing damages 
thereto caused by negligent operation 
do not constitute deductible losses. 

Loss of property by theft or bur- 
glary is deductible, also a loss for 
embezzlement. Ordinarily a loss from 
embezzlement or theft occurring in 
one year “and discovered in another 
is deductible for the year in which 
sustained. 

Losses in illegal transactions are 
not deductible. 


HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


CHRONIC BRONCHITIS. 


The “winter cough” of people along 
in years is usually chrorfic bronchitis. 


The victims are fairly free from cough 
in the summer time, but each fall it 
starts up again, in spite of all kinds 


of highl recommended “cough medi- 
cine.’ he reason it returns every 
winter is that our houses are over- 
heated and hence too dry. Especially 
is this the case in homes where there 
are elderly folk with chronic bronchi- 
tis, and for two reasons: First, the 
notion that the bronchitis is due to 
cold weather encourages overheating: 
and second elderly people have a slow 
metabolism and therefore are inclined 
to feel cold so they insist upon cod- 
dling, under the erratic belief that ex- 
cessive warmth of the air will main- 
tain a comfortable body temperature— 
svhich is contrary to the actual fact. 
The body temperature is, if anything, 
lowered by the continued breathing of 
overheated air. Let us try to ex- 
plain how. 

Overheated air is dry air. The 
higher you heat air the more you dry 
it out. Take the air of an ordinary 
winter day. which is, say, zero tem- 
perature, bring it in and heat it up 
to 70 degrees fahrenheit and you make 
it drier than any air of the driest 
desert, so dry that it cracks and 
warps the furniture. No matter how 
you heat it. It becomes a _ strain 
upon the respiratory mucous mem- 
brane of every one in the house, and 
especially the aged. Excessive evap- 
eration is caused by the dried out air, 
from the respiratory membrane as 
well as from the skin. This méans 
irritation, catarrh, cough, tendency to 
“colds,” bronchitis. It also means a 
feeling chilliness, which the older 
people feel particularly. They call for 
more heat, which dries the air still 
more and aggravates the bronchitis, 
the bronchial catarrh, the dry catarrh. 

The remedy is obvious. Stop trying 
tto keep good and warm, and try keep- 
ing cool and well. Let 64 to 67 de- 
grees fahrenheit be the household tem. 
perature, and let thé thermometer 
rule, not any individual’s momentary 
facile feelings. This seems a trifle 
to read about but if you put it into 
practice you will begin to think there 
is something in it. 

It is no joke, but a sad renlity, that 
the old folks take their winter cold 
from the all too efficient heating 
plant. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Watering the Regular Baby. 
Please inform me what quantity of 
water a breast fed baby of 7 weeks 
should have daily. when it should be 
given. how, whether warm or cool, 
- we much at each time. (Mrs. 


Answer.—At that age an infant re- 
quires daily an amount of water equal 
to one-fifth of his own weight, most 
of it being in the milk. Nearly three- 
fourths of the weight of a young in- 
fant is water; over half the weight 
of an adult is water. Plenty of water 
is necessary for an infant to aid di- 
gestion and the absorption of nutri- 
ents, to aid the function of the bowef 
and that of the. kidneys, and in warm 
weather to p t the baby from the 
depressing sn ften fatal effects of 
excessive heat.” Offer the nursing in- 
fant some warm water (cool water to 
an infant over 3 months of age) three 
times a day regularly, after regular 
feeding; a spoon preferably, then later 
from a cup; and allow all thegbaby 
cares to drink. Sometimes when a 
baby cries without apparent cause 
he is thirsty; a drink of water will 
make a great hit with him. Thirst is 
really what ails a lot of unfortunate 
infants on whom some folks wish 
“colic” and medicines even worse than 


colic.

and the Guaranty Co. of New York. 

The bonds are exempt from federal, 
state, municipal and local taxation, 
are dated January 1, 1024, and are 
due January 1, 1954.
